mained in a state of flux today 
as President Nixon pondered 
whether to t a k e emergency 
measures to move the letters 
and packages piling up because 
of a near nationwide postal 
strike.

ers in small cities voted Sunday 
to return to work an Associated 
Press survey showed striking 
workers in most major metro- 
politan areas voted to continue 
the walkout in support of de- 
mands for a 40 per cent pay in- 
crease.
